W ASHINGTON. Sept. 1 2 - Bel­ 
ize. B ritish H onduras was h u rri­ 
cane ravished today and other C ar­ 
ibbean countries and Islands either 
were recovering from or bowing In 
fear of slashing winds of tropical 
storm s while 
succor 
was 
being 
rushed to the m aim ed, hungry and 
homeless in the devastated area. 
Four hundred persons, Including 
ten A m erican priests, were report­ 
ed killed, 
and 
hundreds injured 
when a terrific hurricane swept out 
of the C aribbean T hursday and de­ 
m olished Belize. 
Tidal Wave Follows 
To add to the horror of destruc­ 
tion, a huge tidal wave followed In 
the wake of the 150-mlle an hour 
wind, and washed m any of 
the 
bodies of the dead out to sea, along 
w ith houses, churches 
and 
other 
buildings. 
Ships In 
th e 
usually 
quiet harbor, 
near 
where 
13.000 
persons lived, were 
throw n 
high 
around. 
A lashing rain 
and 
the 
angry waves swam ped th e buildings 
th a t rem ained and destroyed food. 
m edicines and drugs, and rendered 
m ost ol the populace w ithout shel­ 
ter. 
As bodies were being dug from 
the debris for burial and physic- 
iaas were adm inistering aid to the 
injured, in th is B ritish settlem ent. 
Ban Ju an . Porto Rico, was recov­ 
ering from a hurricane th a t took a 
toll of two known dead.
